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The Partido Socialista Popular (PSP), Cuban Commnist Party, which has been 
making strenvous efforts to establish a regular radio program to be directed 
by Blas Roca, has failed to obtain radio time on Cuban stations, It has 


encountered a general reluctance on the part of station owners to permit the 


Communists to use their facilities. This may be a result of pressure on 
several stubtions by the Cuban government to prevent the PSP from starting 
another anti-administration radio prorram.s 


Gaspar -Amarejo, owner of Union liadio, recently prevented the Communists 
from using his chonnels for a proposed Sunday program whieh the PSP wanted 
to spread propaganda for Lazaro Pena's Confederacion de Trabajadores de 
Cube (CTC). This program was to have been directed by Fena and Jaime 
Gravalosa, Propaganda Secretary of the PSP. Although Pumarejo refused to 
give the PSP time for this program, the government has put pressure on 
other radio stations to keep Blas keen from poing on the air, ‘The Cuban 
rovermient is aware of lioca's present ascendency in the political linelight 
and is anxious to keep him off the air, Such broadeasts woulld not only help 
farther the Communist cause but would also increase Roca's political power . 
among Cuban workers who have not yet had an opportunity to hear hin. 


The radio hour sponsored by Communist telephone workers and Communist vorkers 
in the Compania Cubana de Jlectricidad was recently suspemied by rovernnent 
order through the ilinistry of Communications, allegedly »s a result of 
particularly violent attack against President Prio. This progran, heard 
over station CICK was used to attack Vicente tubiera and Angel Cofino,

In spite of this muffling of the PSP "yolce," it still has a few outlets 
for its propagandse Certain radio stations ommed by individuals in 
opposition to the government or radio programs controlled by Commmists or 
fellow travelers will probably give the PSP an opportunity to take advantage
